But the generally’ accepted theory to-day is 
that the given water is the result of vegeta- 
ble growths frum germs in the water itself, 
“end that wlicrever or whenever fhe current 
becouies exveédiugly slack they multiply 
greatly. Upstream of the Assuuau dam in June, 
1903, the water was extraordiuanly green 
and exceedingly objectiouable. As it was shot 
out of the upper slaices of the dam and 
broken. up into spray on the dowustream 
side of the daniit become so purified: that 
I found: it difticale to. yuderstand that the 
water flowing past Elephantiue Island was what 
I had seau at Sheilal.” “2 
‘The author pays a tribute to thé memory of 
the great hydraulic etigineer Lombardini, who 
predicted many years ago that more: careful 
* gaugings would astonish engiueers as to the 
~amvuut of subsil water which filters into the 
Nile, to be given back to the river in the 
months of detlux ; he predicted that this 
would be found to counterbalance the heavy 
evaporation of April, May, and June, and 
recent research has substantiated his opinion. 
the authur sums up his opinion of basin 
irrigation a8 follows : “Considering the times 
of flood aud low supply, the climate of Egypt, 
tlie turbidity of the Nile flood, and the deltaic 
formation of the Nile Valley, no better system 
than basin irrigation as practised in Egyyt 
could possibly have been devised. If the flood 
had: come in April and May. and been 
followed by s burning summer, or if the 
actual ‘autumn floods had been followed 
by the frozen wiuters of Europe or the warm 
winters of the Sudan, basin irrigation would 
have been a failure or 4 very moderate success; 
but, given’ the Egyptian climate, basin irriga- 
tion has stood without a rival for 7,000 yéars. 
Basin irrigation, asit bas been practisedin Egypt 
for thousands of years, is the most efficacious 
method of utilising existing means of irriga- 
tion. which. the world has witiessed. It can be 
started by the sparsest of populations. It will 
support in.wealth a multitude of people. King 
_Meyes made his first dyke when the Egyptiarr 
nation was in itsinfancy. Egypt,im Roman times, 
supported a population twice as dense as that 
of today.’ I'he direct labour of cultivation i- 
redjced to-an ‘absolute minimum...... Subsoil 
water supplies the ‘link between ‘basin and 
perenuial irrigation, lt explains the reason why 
modern Exypt is not satisfied with the irriga 
tion which has come dowa from the remotest 
antiquity, but. ia desirous of conferring on the 
length aud. breadth of the Nile Valley those 
advantages which gave Abydos, Memphis, and 
Thebes theie pre ewinence in’ the past. “ Any 
country which possesses rivers and . streams, 
* whose waters aré in flood: for six weeks per 
“anninu ats suitable season of the year, can be- 
take itself to basin irrigation with more or 
less’ profit, ‘The science of danis, weirs and 
regulators has. received such development 
during recent years that there can be no 
/probleim so difficult that it cannot be solved 
"by experience and originality. 
“Phe subject of perenuial irrigation is treated 
at length. : ‘With refereuce to: this he says, 
“Soweref the perennial canals are very capa- 


cidus, ‘'be two largest discharge 700 and 450 | 


‘cubic metres per second respectively. ‘There 
- ‘ate no artificial canals in the world like them. 
All the ‘canals are liberally prpvided with 
regulators and locks. The energies of the 
Irrigation’ Department during the last ten 


a

» years have been chiefly directed to the provi- 
rion of sufficient drains to meet that over satu- 
jation of the soil, which all but the best re- 
culated pereunial irrigation invariably entails. 
Afer many years in India and Egypt, we 
are convinced that the construction of drains 
j and escapes should precede, and not follow, 
‘tho canals. It seems fatoous for engineers to 
ibe always over-saturating and halfrnining 
tens of thousands of acres of lowlying lands, 
cusing the improvement of handreds of 
thousands of acres of high-lying lands, when 
it would be prefectly easy, with a little fore- 
sight, to secure all the advantages without 
piling up disadvantages.” 
| ‘The author passes over in a few lines the 
important question of the period of inception 
of the Assouan dam and the studies which 
preceded its execution. As these are matters 
with which he was so intimately connected, 
we think that this is to be regretted. He says: 
“the Assouai Keservoir at its present level 
contains oue miliiard of cubic metres of water 
which will suitice for the conversion of hall a 
williui acres to perennial irrigation, adding 
£15,000,000 to the weaith of the country, But 
though the dum was only completed at the 
eud of 1902, &lpeady the. whole of the water 
has been devoted to special tracts, and the 
Government i§ reluctantly compelled to refuse 
all applications for water.” 

Lake Moers aud the Wadi Rayan project are 
well described in several interesting pages, 
from which we extract the following few lines: 
“The connection between the Nile: and the 
germ of the future Lake Moris was in existence 
in King Menes's time, as | have been informed 
by Protessor Sayce, but it was King Amenem- 
tmt, of the Xilth dynasty, who wideued and 
deepened the canal, cleared away the rocky 
barriers, aud couverted the tnitling lake of 
King Menes’s time mito the mighty 1ujaud sea 
wuich coutruled the highest tluuds of the Nile. 
‘Tuuse avcieut Pharavbs were giants in by- 
draulic engineering. ‘hey were, mureover, as 
wise as they Were courageous.” 

With reterence to the complete project for 
water swrage and floud protection for Egypt, 
after giving many details the sathor says : 
“Jue great advautage of undertaking all thse 
works together way be thus summarised. The 
increased supply trom the Assouan reservuir 
will be felt 1m Kyypt afer a» penod ot two 
years. Five years later the waters of the 
Wady Rayan will be added to those of the 
Assouan reservuir, aud it will be possible to 
increase the cutwn crop of Kygypt from 6 
million to 10 million owt. ‘It will be possible 
tu allow the Sudan to thoruughly develup its 


25,000 horse power as & winimum which the 
6th cataract uear Aharwum cau supply, to 
uulise tur its own cunsuipplon the waters 
which cau be stored at tuat cataract ; and, in 
aduitiun to those, the available supphes from 
Lake ‘I'sana provided that that lake is furnish- 
ed with an gudlet tunnel.” 

Un the developement of the Sudan the 
author has much w say which is of interest, 
Uhapter 5 describes the oases and geology of 
the Nile valley. As some of the oases are 
described at considerable length, we are sur- 
prised that nothing shuuid be said about the 
important SIWa Oasis. 

‘he book is completed by 16 appendices 
contaiuing much information relerring tw the 
Nile, aud other tables for taciliustiug calcula- 
trons in connsetiun with then; they are all very 
well arranged. We notice that the meteorologica] 
tables only comprise three years ; this is too 
short a ume to admit ofauy general deductions 
veng made from them, 1t 18 very probable 
that sume of the suuthefu stations have only 
recently. been cruated, but those of Assuuan, 
Uairv, and Alexandna could with great ad- 
vantage have been given tor the last ten or 
fifteen years. We would venture to suggest 
that in a future edition, it would be an ad- 
vantage to state thé reinfall separately. divid- 
ing it into seasons of autumn and winter, such 
divisions having much more connection with 
the Nile flood than bas the caleudar year. 

Both to the genéral observer and to students 
of bydrology, we strongly recommeétid the 
study ot this book ; even to the comparatively 
few, who have time and opportunity for the 


Nile, it will be found valuable ; while to the 
larger number, who are glad to find within s 
small compass all they require to know, it 
will be of the greatest service bothas a book 
to read, and as an easy book of reference ; 


and from many Sources, all the knowledge 
which has resulted from many years of patient 
study aud research. 

No :doubt the author is correct in saying 
that the mystery of the Nile is far from 
ieing solved. Sall it. must be admitted 
thatthe Irrigation Department, of which he 


member, bas within the last twenty years done 
an immense deal in’ the way of scientific 


monumental report of last year on the basin 
of the Upper Nile. - Its tributaries have been 
explored, the Jakes at its bead waters examined, 
their water sheds -have been estimated and 
measured ; and even the effect ‘on them of 
the monscons of the great Indian Ocean has 
been taken into consideration. When all those 
eldments shall have been farther studied, and 
we have all the information that human skill 
and perseverance can give us, we shall still be

Dear Sir,—I have read with astonishment 
your leading article in the “Egyptian Gazette” 
of 7th inst., on ‘Missions to Mobamedans,” ip 
which yon conclude that Egypt's great need is 
not religion but sanitation, 1 don’t want to 
enter into & controversy with you, bat would 
like to tell you in a few words my own experi- 
ence asa Moslem. I was a strict follower of 
the religion of Islam and was educated tho- 
roughly in all its precepts, and that in lands 
where no other religion is known or taught, 
the Hodramout and the Yemen. Byeutually I 
becaue Kadi al Islam, and so zealous was I, 
that not only did I observe all that was im- 
posed upon me by the Koran, but many things 
in wldition, such as the pilyrimage to Medina, 
thie opening of my house to all Moslem strau- 
gers, the spending of many of the nights of 
Ramadan in prayer aud reading of the Koran, 
and the supplyiug of the wauts of the poor to 
the utmost of my ability, All that 1 did in 
order to find peace with God and rest for my 
soul, but the only result was increased fear 
aud trouble of conscience, till I could find no 
pleasure in anything. 1 thought that this 
state must arise from our negiecting as Mos- 
lems the sacred duty imposed upon us by our 
religiuu, of wayiug war against the unbelievers, 
and as | had not the power to do that, I tried 
to make amends for it by hating them with all 
my heart, till 1 could hardly bear the sight of 
a Christian. And so I remained without bope 
and without rest, until coming to Aden I met 
a friend who had a very different fealing to- 
wards mo and my fellow-Moslems from wha! 
you have. Having tasted the juy and bless- 
ing of a living saviour, he was auxious 
that all the world should kuow him too ; 
for the Christian religion differs from all 
the other religions in the wurld in this, that it 
consists in the knowledge of a person, a living 
persun, and not in the holding uf dogmas and 
creeds. Ile p.eached to me Jesus, and | 
believed in Him as my saviour and found 
peace. it meaut that I lust everything, that my 
pame was defamed, my hfe attempted, aud | 
became @ pvor outcast aud wanderer from my 
native laud. Bverybody forsook me, and I have 
beep at times without bread to eat, but in the 
midst of it all my heart has been fall of joy 
aud love to God aut all men, especially my 
own peuple.
